Liability insurance fund may get airing

BOISE — A Senate bill to establish, a state- 
operated liability insurance fund for cities, coun- 
- ties, and businesses may yet get a hearing on the 
House floor. 

After languishing''in legislative limbo for a 
month since passing the Senate, Senate Bill 1297 
made it onto the House Business Committee 
-agenda Friday morning. 

The committee took no action on the bill, but 
will consider It further at a hearing next week. 

The bill is drawing fire from Insurance Industry 
lobbyists and lawmakers who cither work In In- 
surance sales or arc opposed to the state of Idaho 
offering services traditionally offered by private 
enterprise. 

Proponents of the bill Include lobbyists for in- 
dustries who have had a hard time getting in- 
surance and local government officials left 
without insurance. 

Senate Minority Leader, Sen. Kermlt Klcbert, 
D-Hopc, the sponsor of the bill, said the in- 


surance pool would help businesses as well as cit- 
ies and counties. 

"I see it as Idahoans insuring Idahoans," he 
said, ... 

Kleberl said there arc 70 cities In the slate 
that arc operating without liability Insurance. 
"We have elected officials out there, that arc 
running without any-insurance of any_klnd.!l-he 
said.

Hurlbutt awards jail suit fees of charges

TWIN FALLS - .Fifth District 
Court Judge Daniel Hurlbutt on Fri- 
day awarded oltomcy Greg Fuller 
$7,358 in fees and costs in a lawsuit 
he filed against Twin Falls County 
over conditions at the county jail. 

Twin Falls County Commissioner 
Marvin Hcmplcman said, "If wc 
thought the fees were fair, wc would 
have paid them. The taxpayers arc 
being given the business,” he added.. 

Sheriff Jim Munn, who was named 
in the lawsuit along with the -Board 
of County Commissioners, had no 
comment. 

Fuller, who was out of town and 
not available for comment, did not 
even know about the ruling In his. 
favor, according to hls.^icc.' 

Fuller had request^ $10,192 for 
fees and $1;G2G in costs for the suit 
he filed on Oct. 22 on behalf of two 
jail Inmates. The suit claimed the 


7-i-ycar-old jail was Inadequate and 
did not meet constitutional re- 
quirements. 

An agreement between Fuller and 
the county was reached omFeb. 11 in 
which the county agreed to make 
several Improvements at the jail 
and place a bond proposal before the 
public to finance a new Jail. In the 
agreement, the county admitted the 
jail had problems of "cdnstitutional 
dimension." 

County officials, however, didn’t 
agree to.pay Fuller his fees. 

At a Feb. 21 hearing' on the fee 
issue. Fuller claim^ he and 
associate Dan Mink deserved to bo 
paid by the county because federal 
statutes ' allowed for fees In civil- 
rights cases where the plaintiffs 
couldn't afford to pay. Without the 
suit, the county wouldn't have im- 
plemented the Improvements, Fuller 
contended. 

Lloyd Webb, who repr^ented the 
county, objected to (he p^bi^t. He - 


argued lhat the plaintiffs weren't 
the “prevailing parly" under state 
law. 

Hurlbutt disagreed with the coun- 
ty. Federal law did govern in this 
case and according to federal defini- 
tions, the plaintlffsdid prevail. 

“The stipulation entered into be- 
tween the parties substantially ac- 
complishes the goals sought by the 
plaintiffs," Hurlbutt ruled. "The 
conclusion is incscabablc that the 
plaintiff^ In this action arc the 
prevailing parties.” 

•The county also had argued it had 
done Its best to solve the jail pro- 
blems. 

The county’s efforts' to improve 
the present jail over the last two 
years by various methods were well 
documented, Hurlbutt wrote. 

The. important point In the at- 
torney fees Issue didn’t revolve 
around past efforts to replace or im- 
prove the jail, the judge ruled.

WASHINGTON — Preston Martin, 
the longest-serving of President 
_Reagan's four .appointees . to the 
- Feder‘^^escrve~Board“and-fre — 

S ientiy mentioned as an aspirant for 
e top job, announced Friday he 
will resign from the board next 
^month - and return to private, 
business. 

Martin told a news conference he 
was leaving the board rather than 
seek another four-year term as vice 
chairman. 

. Martin declined to say whether he 
had decided to step aside because 
the top job had not been offered to 
him, telling reporters, "I see no 
reason to pursue that line of 
hypothetical questioning. . . . There 
is no vacancy.” 

Martin, 61, had been generally 
viewed as a possible successor to 
Fed Chairman Paul Volcker when 
Volcker’s term as chairman expires 
In August, 1967. 

In a letter to President Reagan, 
Martin said: "For (he last hundred 
days I have agonized over whether 
to serve four more years as vice 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
System." 

However, Martin told the presi- 
dent that "In the end, any decision Is 
a very personal one based upon the 
Individual’s goals and objectives." 

— Martin -sord-he planned to return, 
to San Francisco. "I don't have

specific plans," Martin said, noting 
that he expected to return to the 
"financial servlcesworld.” 

Martin Is a former mortgage In- 
surance company executive and a 
one-time chairman of the- Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board, the gov- 
ernment agency that oversees sav- 
ings and loan institutions. 


Martin said he would serve until 
the end of April, finshlng his term as 
vice chairman of the seven-member 
board that oversees the nation’s 
banking system. 

Martin's resignation comes just 
jlays after disclosures that Martin 
anoRcagan’s three Qther.appolnlccs- 
on the Fed outvoted Volcfccr on a 
key decision to tower interest rates 
— the first time Volcker had been 
defeated In... his seven years as 
chairman. 

However, Martin denied that re- 
cent turmoil on the board had 
anything to do with hlsdcclsion. ' 

"I believe the functioning of this 
board continues with a very high 
degree of credibility;” Martin said. 

About his decision to step down. 
Martin said: “1 have come to my 
owh conclusion in my own way. I on- 
ly reached the conclusion today."

Martin repeatedly denied reports 
that he had campaigned for the No. 1 
job and that he had told the White 
House he did not wish to remain on 
the board if he was not appointed 
chairman. 

“I am resigning because my term 
as vice diairman expires in about 10 
days and it Is not part of my per- 
sonal objectives to serve another 
four years as vice chairman," Mar- 
tin said. 

“I’m not tired of the Fed. This is 
of the most exciting crisis- 
management centers on the planet. 
But my term Is up." 

Pressed on the issue of whether he 
was in line to be the next Fed 
chairman, Martin said: “The oppor- 
tunity was not offered and therefore 
I did not have to confront that ques- 
tion." 

Appointed In 1982, Martin seldom 
shicci from controversy, often 
discussing his views on the Fed and 
the economy In public — an 
outspokenness that once camcd.htm 
a rare public rebuke from Volcker. 

Martin, who has a PhD in 
monetary economics, was chairman 
of the bank board during the first 
_Nixon. administration.
